psrtme «t ibe purchase or the submarine 
torpedo l>o*t known as the "Improved 


Und," the disposition of which was 


left open by Sec. Locg when be bought 
the Holland. 


This last order has no effect upon the 


previous action of the department in 
deciding to build the fire submarine 
boats provided for ia the last act of 
congress. 


The board has, however, discussed 


the propriety of subdividing the order 
for the submarine boats, and the present 
disposition is to place an order for two, 
at least, of these boats with Pacific 
coast bnilderr, leaving three, in addi- 
tion to the "improved Holland," to be 
built on the Atlantic coast 


Now that the department has report- 


ed a decision as to the superimposed 
turrets, it ia expected that the circular 
calling for the • proposals for building 
the battleships and cruisers will be is 
sued witbjn the present week. 


The law requires these ships to bo

SOME OF THE GREATEST IN HISTORY 


OCCURRED IN PORT.

A DREAM RUDELY BROKEN, 


Some of the greatest 


history, strange to «y, ooounedtirj'port. 
Probably the greatest Accident on? recordj 
aud certainly the most fatnous^was the 
capsizing of the lioyal George, a line ol 
hattle ship of tbo British »mvy It was the 
flugship of Rear Admiral Blchard Kemp- 
tmfelt. 
On Aug. 39, 1769,89 it lay'oft 


Spithead at the uiouth of the Thames, it 
was heeled, in order that a pipe might be 
.repaired. Heeling was a simple process. 
;One broadside of guns was run from one 
side of the ship to the other, so that all the 
weight was on one side. - This laid the 
Ehip over far enough to layjfbarothe end of 
the pipe. Heeling wasii'tfabsolutely safe, 
but the repairs were so< simple that it 
wasn't worth while to dock tho ship. So 
they beelad the Royal George- 


Tho ship had not been put out of com- 


mission and practically all her officers and 
crow were aboard. Bosldee, the friends of 
many of the ship's company were on board, 
men, women and children, including a 
'largo number of Jews. A/ land breeze 
sprang up, the stays did nob'hold and the 
jgrcat ship capsized, nearly 800 persons be- 
'ing drowned. The Boyal.Georgo carried 
108 guns and was one of 'the best vtosels 
in the royal navy. 


On June 2,1S59, the steamship Eastern 


.Monarch lay off Spithead, after a voyage 
from India, with 500 officers and men, OB 
.board, most of whom were Invalids. That 
night she was burned, but providentially 
only eight persons lost their lives. On 
'Deo. 22, 1875, just three days before 
'Christmas, H. M. S. Goliath, used aa a 
training ship, lay in the Thames with 
about 500 officers, men and boys, mosfeof 
jthe boys being rescued from the slnmslof 
London. A lamp upset on the oilroom 
floor, but agffiir"fortune was on the side of 
man, and only 13 persons were burned to 
death. 
] 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an> Tin-' 


pleasant day in parts of England. There 
I was a snowstorm, which is always, un» 
'pleasant in England/ and then there came 
jthunder and purple lightning, and, to top 
loffj a furious squall raged for a short*time. 
Just before the squall H. M. S. sailing 
frigate Euryiliee, used as a training ship, 
sailed up along the isle of Wight. tShe 
had about 300 men and boys on boardland 
came in with a good breeze, most of \her 
sails drawing and her ports open. The 
hoys were crowding the decks, .happy to 
see England again after a long voyage 
,from the Bermudas. Oft Dunnose head, 
,nc!ar Ventnor, that snow squall struck her, 
'and she capsized. Yentnor is a watering 
place, winter a&wellas smnruer, and right 
before the eyes of hundreds of persons un- 
able to help the old frigate went down. 
Hardly any one was saved. Captain Hare, 
Lieutenant Tabor, the executive officer, 
and nearly every other person on board 
was drowned almost within reach of land 
at the entrance of the harbor for which 
they had hoped. 


lu 1853 Captain Cowpor Coles of the 


British Tiavy invented what he called a 
turret ship, a vessel to carry few guns, but 
those of large caliber, in movable towers 
on the deck. Ericsson had the same idea 
and. carried it out in hitt Monitor, but Cap- 
tain Coles was not able to embody \his 
plans in a ship until nearly 15 years had 
passed. Finally tho lords commissioners 
for executing the office of lord high ad' 
miral accepted the captain's plans, and 
II. M. S, Captain was tho result. It was 
a Coll rigged iron ship, armored, with aux- 
iliary steam power. High bulwarks wero 
jintendcd to be let down when the vessel 
i\vas cleared for action, uncovering the two 
turrets. 


The ship was launched in 1869 and had 


trouble from the first. Finally she scorned 
to "find herself" and joined the channel 
fleet. On Sept. 7, 1870, commanded by 
Captain Hugh Burgoyne, she was sailing 
through the bay of Biscay. She carried a 
company of 488 persons, and*Captain Coles 
and Mr. Childers, a son of the first lord of 
the admiralty, who wero passengers, made 
the total number on board 490. At 12:15 
a. m. a squall sprang up and struck the 
top heavy ship. The bulwarkawere down 
and tbo ship heeled over and newer righted. 
Of the 490 persons on board only 18 escap- 
ed, and when the court martial gat to try 
some ono for negligence in losing the ves- 
sel the. only person they could try was 
James May, the gunner 1 Every officer 
wasrlostr/ 


Tho Captain was not in.harbor, ,but she 


might as well have been; she was alone, 
there was noudangec of collision, her am- 
munition didn't explode. Seemingly she 
was as s-ifojis n ship well S could be. She 
and the-Eurydiee and tho Royal George 
were beaten down by noigreat storms. It 
,was as though the fingonof Providence had 
pointed at those three 'ships and at noth- 
ing else. 
- Not quitfrthree years after the Eurydice 
capsized there was a boat race on the 
.Thames up in Canada. Tho day was 
Queen Victoria's birthday, May 24, 1881. 
The day was clear, it was a holiday, and 
tho race was exalting; so -the steamboats 
accompanying the racers wore crowded. 
The Victoria had on her decks every soul 
she Gould carry, but everybody behaved 
well and there was no trouble and no 
danger—until an exciting- part of a race 
caused tho crowd to rush)to ono side of tho 
boat. Then sho capsized. She had 700 per- 
sons on board, and more than 300 died. 
The suddenness of this1 disaster was ap- 
palling. A tinveler driving in a carriage 
saw the crowded Victoria steaming after 
tho racing boats. Tbu joad ran behind a 
low hillt cutting off all view of the river 
for 100 yards or so. When tfco driver had 
passed tho bluff and again saw the river, 
the Victoria had capsized. 


There aro countless other i instances of 


such strange providential 
happenings; 


they nil go to show that a rann is aa safe 
anywhere as ho is anywhere else and that 
when his time is up he must go.—New 
York Sun. _.

Food In an Egyptian Tillage. 


"An Artist Among the Fellaheen" is 


the title of an article in The Century, 
written and illustrated by R. Talbot Kelly, 
tho English artist -Mr. Kelly says of his 
daily food in a typical Egyptian village: 
Wo rise early, and a cup of coffee is always 
offered, sometimes accompanied by a piece 
of broad or a small oake made of Hour 
mixed with haney or oil. Somewhere 
about midday, if we are within reach, some 
light food, such as boilud eggs, bread ,nnd 
coffee is sent to us. In many cusos the 
eggs aro boiled hard, shelled and served in 
a large bowl of oil, afid the meal has tho 
added interest of tho endeavor to catch tho 
slippery morsels as they bob about in tho 
liquid. 


Trio taste for oil or semna (clarified 


butter) is one that inuhfc bo acquired. 
Both are frequently more or less rant id 
and are liberally mixed with almost e> cry- 
thing you eat. At ni^ht from 6 to 8 p. u>- 
the only real moul of tho day is prepared 
It is almost always tho same. This cc.n- 
sists of a little very greasy soup, to which 
is addad scnina, stoxvcd or boiled mutton 
or goat's flesh on a pyramid of rice, and 
tho ceremonial dish of riz b'il laban (boih-d 
rice and milk). This last is always good, 
and in most oases is the only thing eatabla 
Pigeons and turkeys form a pleasant vari- 
ety when offered, but few hosts give one 
tho choice, a "lamb or kid of tho Hock" 
being considered a more "honorable" dish 
and demanded by one's position.

Tho estate liesou tho Staunton rivur,

its name of Ited Hill from the peculiar 
color of the soil in that vicinity. When. 
Patrick Henry bought tho phice.it com- 
prised about 3,500 acres. Tbo land is rich

that poor land and Henry could never bo 
mentioned together—corn grows thuro as 
high as u man on uos-sabcck. There is a 
general air of smiling fields and abundant 
prosperity. Its situation in early times 
was very remote. Neighbors wero few, 
ono of the nearest being tho celebrated 
John Randolph of Roanoko, who lived ia 
his chosen solitude 15 miles away. 


Red Hill is now owned by Henry's 


grandson, William Wirt Henry, a clever, 
cultivated gentleman of the old school. 
He has in his possession soiiio most inter- 
esting relics of- his celebrated grandfather, 
including tho desk ho always used, which 
still contains his letters from Lafayette, 
Washington, Madison and other great men 
of early days: tho largo, round backed 
chair in which Patrick Henry died and a 
portrait of him by tho elder Sully, under 
which hangs a yellowed slip of paper 
signed by Chief Justice John Marshall and 
several others of his friends, testifying to 
tho faithfulness of tho likeness.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

Genius With Half a Brain. 


Without tho connecting structure there 


can bo no exact co-operative action of the 
double brain. Now there is ainplo evi- 
dence to show that deficiency of the corpus 
callosum has not necessarily been attend- 
ed with the effects which, on tho theory of 
tho single nature of the brain, we should 
have expected. In instances in which it 
was discovered after death that the con- 
necting bridge between tho lieunspheros 
was entirely wanting neither derange- 
ment in intellect was observed nor any 
other abnormality of life iu tho way of 
movement or sensation. 


Thus in the notable caso of Biohat, one 


of the foremost anatomists of his day, one 
lobe of his brain was found markedly 
smaller than tbo other. He was, in fact, 
deficient in ono-half of his brain, and yet 
his mental and physical lifo was in its 
way notably of a high order. Another 
caso, reported by Andral, was of a man 
who died at tho ago of 28. He hod suf- 
fered from a fall when 3 years old and as 
a result was paralyzed on his left sido. 
The right half of his brain had practiqally 
disappeared, so that the parts below this 
half constituted the Moor of an empty 
space. Andral says of this man that ho 
"hud received a good education and had 
profited by it. He had a good memory. 
His speech was free and easy. His intel- 
ligence was such as wo should expect to 
find in an ordinary man."—Andrew Wil- 
son, H. D., in Harper's Magazine.

nean. Pitiable their disappointment when 
no pathway appeared; pitiable the disap- 
pointment of tho 47,000 who woro unable 
to obtain passage on tho ships; more piti- 
able tbo sailing away into oblivion of tho 
8,000 littlo crusaders, for they wove never 
heard of more. Of the expedition 80,000 
French children had gathered «b Mar- 
seilles. Of these many sailed away, only 
to become victims to tho human doprnvlty 
of tho men who guided those ships to 
Alexandrian and other Mohammedan 
slave markets, and there sold tho children 
as slaves.—Self Culture.

PROBABLY SAVED HIM. 


Details Of 
At Tien Tsin 


Steaier. 


To Clee-Foo By 


LONDON, June 28, 2:00 A. M.--The 


composite brigade of '2300 international 
troops that w;8ed the investment of 
Tien Tsin and pushed on to the relief 
of Admiral Seymom's force probably 
succeeded in saving him, bnt no word 
of it has ranched Chac-Foo, the nearest 
wire point, The last steamer that ar- 
rived at Choe-Foo from Takn brought 
the following message from Tien Tsin, 
dated Monday: "The Kussian general 
in command of the relief force decided, 
after Saturday's heavy fighting and 
forced marching, that one day's rest 
for tbe troops was"an essential and con- 
cluded not to order aa advance until 
today, Meanwhile, there came to him 
Admiral Seymour's heliographic des- 
patch, saying that he could hold out 
against the overwhelming numbers ol 
the enemy only two days longer. At 
daybreak this morning, the relief force 
opened battle by turning upon the 
Chinese some of the 4.7 inch naval 
guns from the British cruiser Terrible, 
six field pieces and numerous long 
range guns. The foreigners continued 
to advance steadily, the Chinese reply 
ing. The guns of the relief force were 
worked much more skilfully than those 
of the enemy and finally put the Chin- 
ese pieces out of action, one by one. 
The Chinese retreated about 
noon. 


There was keen rivalry among the 
troops representing the various nation- 
Blities as to which should first enter 
Tien Tsin. The Americans and British 
went in ahead of the otbent, neck and 
neck. Tho Russians stormed the ar- 
senal, which explains their heavy cas 
ualties. 
Several thousand Japanese 


troops have left Taku for Tien Tain. 
Thirteen thousand have already been 
landed in China. The number of in- 
ternational troops now on Chinese terri- 
tory ia almost twenty thousand. 


IH SOUTH AFRICA.

The Dntrh and Achlneae Have Been- 


fiirhtine Since 144U. 


Since the first foreigner, in the person 


of a Dutchman, Inmled on the island ot 
Sumatra in 14-19' the native Achinese 
have combated the usurping oi their land 
foot by foot. 


Although when the Dutch get the Achi- 


nfsvj out in the open they invariable beat 
them, ihe war continues in a desultory 
manner today and will only end when 
the last native of Sumatra has been kill- 
ed in action. The number of Achinese 
killed has never been known, but the -war 
has been a very serious drain on the 
manhocd of Holland, and many of her 
bf-st soldiers were killed between the 
years 1873 and 1879, when the struggle 
was very bitter. 
- Since 1(504, when the Persians surre^ 
dered Armenia to Turkey, "tie numerous1 
eultans of Turkey have" never sheathed 
their swords iii regard to the former 
country save in the flesh o£ the inhabit- 
ants. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth 


century Algiers finally passed into the 
hands ot France. From that time till the 
present the French nation has always 
ki>).t fin army corps of not less than &i,- 
0(X) 
French troops garrisoned there to 


light the Arabs who infest the hinterland 
and raid the French possessions at*least 
once a year. 


Chief among these are the Touaregs, 


•who fight with one-half of their faces 
masked and fight always to the death or 
victory. Never once has a Touareg been 
taken alive. France cannot subdue them, 
for. if beaten, they flee to the desert. 
where no trained army can follow them. 


The Riffians, who are the scourge of 


Morocco, resemble the Tou.-iregs in that 
thi\v also tnko and give no quarter; but, 
instead of living in the heart of the Sa- 
hara, they fight from their mountain 
fortresses and keep the sultan of Moroc- 
co in continual dread. 


To keep his soldiers in jiood fettle the 


sultan ovAy year gives at least three 
months' fighting to them by picking a 
quarrel with one of the feudal holders of 
the numerous semibri<rand strongholds. 


No one knows when tho first blood 


feud began in Corsica or when the first 
brigand set up shop. Nor can any one 
toll when the last will put up his shut- 
ters. 


Even in the timo of the Romans the in- 


habitants were too busy fighting one an- 
other to care whether a foreign garrison 
wns left on the island or not. 


Not a day goes by without several lives 


being sacrificed in the cause of some 
vendetta, and as each life means the sac- 
rifice in atonement of at least two more 
there is hardly one Corsican whose lif,e 
is not wanted by n fellow countryman 
and who in running away is not also 
chasing some other person.

Peacocks. 


Peacocks ot the familiar ordinary va- 


riety are raised by the breeders of fancy 
fowls of one sort or another, and they 
are not very costly nor is there much de- 
mand for them. A pair of such peacocks 
might cost from $12 to ?20. They niipht 
bo sold for collections or for public parks, 
but not often for private parks or 
prnunds, whore the white peacock would 
be preferred. 


White peacocks are rarer and tnore 


cos,tly than those of the ordinary kind, 
ranging in price from $100 to $225 n pair. 
Rome ot those birds are raised in this 
country, but the greater number arb im- 
ported from Knrope. White peacocks are 
like ordinary peacocks in their general 
characteristics, hut instead of having 
plumage of the familiar blue and green 
and black, their plumage is white. Some- 
times the, "eyes" in the white peacock's 
1flil are of a creamy tint, jjiviu^ to the 
tail when spread the eilect of luce, from 
which such birds are called white lace 
peacocks. 


The demand for peacocks of any varie- 


ty is small, and no dealer in birds and an- 
imals keeps them in stock, supplying 
them only on order.—New York Sun.

"An alewiiV rush" is the most interest- 


ing t-M'iit iu the Dariiari^i'otta during 
the season. All at once down the river t1** 
cairn surface commences to be broken KT 
little jrlints of silver in the sunshine, lit- 
tle (Hninsj.s of the water anil quivers, <<"i 
though something of broad extent were 
moving below. Then, with startlini; sud- 
deiint'ss. a ipiet-r sort of tidal wave 
.seems to form. 
It moves rapidly up 


stream, extending from bank to bank. 
The wave rolls a foot high. And it is a 
wave of lisli — alewives! It comes sweep- 
ing on. one fish leaping over anothp- aud 
falling, only to leap again. 


And thus, flashing and splattering and 


leaping till the surface is afoam and the 
air is full of the queer, rushing noise, the 
fish come til! -they break at the foot of 
the falls. 
During these rushes, which 


happen frequently during the dny, ale- 
wives' are foiced, flapping and flounder- 
ing. out on the banks of the river nnd 
may be picked up and put in baskets. 
• The laws of Maine permit the capture 
of these alewives under somewhat pecul- 
iar provisions. From the pond above the 
"village the river descends by successive 
leaps the face of "a rather steep bluff. 
There are two branches of the stream 
flowing down the bluff. The law provides 
that all ^the alewives which turn to the 
right at the foot of the falls aud ascend 
the right hand stream shall be allowed to 
pursue their way undisturbed. They are 
permitted to hop from pool to pool, flop 
out on the bank and then flop back again 
aud thus m:tke their difficult way to the 
lake The journey up the side of the cliff 
occupies a hearty and active alewife at 
least two days, and his fins must be pret- 
ty weary when he gets there. 


The fish that select the left hand stream, 


which is wider and more easy of ascent, 
are caught in a weir, or, rather, a lock. 
Not one escapes. At certain intervals as 
soon as the lock is full the water is drain- 
ed ->ff and men with great dip nets ladle 
the struggling fishes into a sluice that 
slopes to a packing house. A thin stream 
of water is running down the sluice and 
•:l;e lish tire borne away. As they come 
out of the end of the sluice there stain' 
'nen with barrels. As soon as one barrel 
Is full another is substituted at the end 
of the runway. During the season thou- 
sands of barrels arc secured. 


Practically all the fish are pickled in 


strong brine. Few of them are sold in 
this form iu the United States. The Dam- 
ariscotta packers say that nine-tenths 
of the fish they catch a>'e shipped diiect 
to the Wist Indies and are readily sold 
there to the unlives. liie call is for plen- 
ty of salt Kii.J fat lish. Both are provided. 
'Ihc alewives uiat run up the river arc in 
fine condition, fat as butter, and the fe- 
males are full of roe that makes good 
eating in ilholf. 


The packets to whom the towns of 


Damaribcottn and Newcastle sell out the 
entire riirbt of fishing dispose of some of 
the alewives t$ parties who smoke them, 
nnd for a time all New England cats 
freshly smoked alei\ ives, or herring, as 
these lish are sometimes mistakenly call- 
ed. The red herring is "another sort of 
bird" from the bi^r, fat alewife. All the 
profit resulting from the sale of the lish 
to the packers, goes to the citizens of the 
two towns that have been mentioned. 
The sum realized is so considerable that 
taxes in the municipalities are very low. 


By an ancient provision every widow 


in the towns is allowed to come to the 
side o£ the stream and receive 100 pounds 
Of fresh fish from the hands of the s>e- 
lectmeu, who arc on duty during tho 
whole of the season. 
Persons of a cer- 


tain age are also entitled to their quota 
of fish. 


Each night armed guards patrol the 


banks of the stream, especially the right 
hand stream, where the fish that are al- 
lowed <o pass are stmggi'Ng bravely. 
Poachers have in the past (jcen able to 
capture hundreds of pounds out of tho 
pools in a few hours. In the old daj'h it 
used to- be a favorite but rit.ky piactice 
to descend on the Damariscotta

pools by night and haul away enough 
lish to peddle around the country for a 
few weeks.

rels for a season If-iting omy a few

The DUcrepancy In Computing tUe »»t* 


Wag Not Corrected Until' 1788. 


The observance of Easter dates back to 


about the year (i$, at which time tnero was 
much contention among tho eastern nnd 
western churches as to what day the festi- 
val should be observed. It was finally or- 
dained at the council of Nice in the year 
325 that it must be observed throughout 
tho Christian world on tho same day. This 
decision settled thnt Easter should be keiik 
upon tho Sunday first after the fourteenth 
day of the first Jewish month, but no gen- 
eral conclusion was arrived at as to the' 
cycle by which the festival was to be regu- 
lated, and some churches adopted one'rule 
and some another. This diversity of usage 
was put an und to, and the Roman rule 
making Easter the first Sunday after tho 
fourteenth day of the calendar moon was 
established in .England in 0(>9. After nine 
centuries a discrepancy in the keeping of 
Easter was caused by tho authorities?of tho 
English church declining to adopt tho icl- 
ormation of the Gregorian 
calendar in 


15b3. 
The difference v, as settled in 1752 


by tho adoption of the rulo which mnkea 
E'aster day always tho first Sunday after 
tho full moon which appears on or liext 
after tho twonty-flrst day of March. If tho 
full moon happens upon a Sunday, Master 
is tho Sunday after.—Ladies' Homo Jour- 
nal- 


The First Real Bicycle. 


Frank IT. Vizotelly, in St. Nicholas, 


tells "Tho Story of the Wheel." After de- 
scribing tho draisiuo, which camo into 
use in 1810 nnd was named after its in- 
ventor, Mr. Vizotelly snys: 


In 1818 Dennis Johnson, an English 


couchmaker, made tho draisino lighter 
and provided It with an .elbow and body 
rest, decidedly improving tho vehicle. 
Further changes made by Louis Qomport?,, 
in 1S21, enabled tho ridor to propel this 
vehicle with bis bands, but ho still hud to 
keep himself upright by tho UHQ of his font 
and legs. A cogged wheel Used to tho 
side of the front hub and a gearing moved 
by a lever were the moans of driving tho 
wheel, and the lever also did service us a 
steering bar. 


So popular did the draisino bocomo that 


forms of it continued in use until 1835, 
but tho later form wns built of iron in- 
stuad of wood. 
This chungo was brought 


about by an English contractor nuibud 
Knight, who was so pleased by tho now 
way of traveling while visiting the con- 
tinent that he thought of using tho cheap- 
er iron of his own country for making the 
draisino. Shortly after it cnmo to Eng- 
land this machine-waa changed from tho 
«;rudojiud hoavy'wbuol of Baron Drills von 
Soucftiron. 
It bucamo a light, elegant 


und reliable machine, capable of being 
skillfully ridden.

"An Artist Among the Fellaheen" is 


the title of an article in The Century by 
B. Talbot Kolly, the English artist Mr. 
Kelly says: 


Tho country about Kahboona is, I think, 


the most beautiful in Egypt. Being the 
center of the date growing industry, large 
groves of palms are so numerous as to be 
almost one continuous forest, broken here 
and there by small open patches of berciiue 
and vegetables, principally beans, the 
fragrance of which in the early spring is 
delicious and, under the hot sun and with 
the drowsy hum of the wild bees, makes 
one long to lie in the shade of the trees 
and dream forever. The town itself is 
buried in the midst of a particularly dense 
grove, and on one side is the usual birkeh, 
or pool of infiltrated water, common to all 
villages, and meaning so much illness 
and epidemic anionj; the people. These 
birkeh aro formed by tho esoavafeion of 
tho mud with which the houses are built, 
and, filling with water, they usually be- 
come open cesspools into which ail the 
filth of the village percolates, breeding 
millions of, mosquitoes as well as malaria. 
As if this wero not enough, the village 
cemetery was placed on the brink of the 
pool, the graves being below the water 
level, and I actually saw women drawing 
water from the pool for domestic use I 
Needless to say, I touched no water In this 
village, except that which my own men 
brought from a distance.
